Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant has argued that Hoke and Hama fail to teach "receiving at the ingress point of the backbone, a 
packet including group security association data associated with the group of stations." Examiner respectfully disagrees. Hoke teaches 
receiving at the ingress point of the backbone, group security association data associated with the group of stations (Hoke, column 7 lines 
46-57) by teaching the receiving of the packet addressed to the VPN unit because the VPN unit represents the VPN group and is 
configured to send and receiving data to and from VPN endstations (Hoke, column 7 lines 27-45) 

Applicant further argues that Hoke and Hama fail to teach transforming at the ingress point of the backbone, the packet according to the 
group security association. Examiner respectfully disagrees! Hoke teaches the transformation according to the group security association 
(Hoke, column 7 lines 46-53, column 9 lines 18-34, column 9 lines 60-67) by teaching the VPN unit transforming the packet according the 
predefined VPN encryption/security rules associated with the destination VPN address. Hoke further teaches the forwarding of the 
transformed packet over the backbone using the group identifier as a backbone address (Hoke, column 7 lines 46-58 and column 9 lines 
5-45) by teaching the forwarding according to the same association. While Hoke does not specifically teach a group identifier contained in 
the packet, the limitation is not novel because it is taught by Hama (Hama, column 10 lines 25-53). Further, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would be motivated to combine the two references because it could simply the VPN procedures by removing the need for a lookup where 
matching of a source and destination is necessary and because it would allow terminals belonging to the same VLAN to communicate with 
each other regardless of where they are installed (Hama, column 2 lines 4-20). 
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
